a.  This  reporting  period  saw  the  conclusion  of  Operation  OSIAWARE, 
and  the  start  of  Operation  JS  STUART  III. 

(1)  Operation  DEIAUARE  was  a  reconnaissance  in  force  into  the  A 
Shau  Valley  by  the  lat  Air  Cavalry  Division  (*2  Bde)  and  the  3d  ASVN  Regi¬ 
ment,  1st  ARVN  Division.  Throughout  the  Operation  the  2nd  Battalion,  19th 
Artillery,  and  1st  Battalion,  21 st  Artillery  were  in  direct  support  of  the 
1st  and  3d  Brigades  respectively.  Stqvorting  the  fires  of  the  two  direct 
support  battalions  were  B  and  C  Battery,  let  Battalion,  30th  Artillexy 
(155  towed)  (GSR),  and  A  and  C  Battery,  2nd  Battalion  (Aerial  ArliUeiy), 
20th  Artillery  (GS).

The  following  day 
B/1/21  was  deployed  from  Camp  Evans  to  LZ  Jack  and  A/1/21  (*)  to  12  Jeanne, 
liiree  tubes  of  B/1/30  were  e^racted  on  13  May  from  LZ  Stallion  to  Camp 
Evans,  but  inclraent  weather  delayed  displacing  the  remainder  of  the  battery 
until  1 5  Kay,  at  which  time  the  entire  battery  moved  fay  road  to  LZ  Sharon.

(-1  Btry),  and  6th  Battalion,  33d  Artillery  (105  towed)  (*2  Btiy),  On 
27  Hay  1961  the  1st  Battalion,  30th  ArtlUsxy  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Air 
Cavalry  Division.  Atrlng  the  reporting  period  nenerous  changes  were  Bade 
in  the  number  and  caliber  of  corps  artillery  units  available  to  Ute 
division.  At  the  end  of  the  reporting  period,  non-divisional  artillery

(3)  JEE  STU«RT  111  hae  been  characterised  by  frequent  smell  unit 
contact  rather  than  major  engagsmsate.  All  LZ's  within  thr  Division  area 
of  operations  came  under  rocket  and  mortar  attack  during  the  repertiirg 
period,  eustalning  only  light  casualties  and  damage  with  one  exception. 

At  1920  hours  on  19  Kay  1966,  Camp  Evans  received  12  x  122m  rocket 
rounds  which  impacted  in  the  vicinity  of  the  asnunition  supply  point. 

The  resulting  explosions  completely  destroyed  the  asnunition  supply  point 
and  damaged  a  number  of  aircraft  lugered  in  the  vicinity,

(2)  1st  Battalion,  77th  Artillery:  At  the  start  of  the  reporting 
period  the  Ist  Battalion,  77th  /jrtillery  plus  A/l/30  Artillery  (OPCON)  was
